SPOKANE, December 2-!.—A special to 


the Spokesman-Review from Wallace, 
Idaho, says the Comr d'Alene district 
was the scene of a eeriea of fatalities 
this morning. Three men are reported 
dead and one man is PO seriously in- 
jured that Ilia recovery in doubtful. The 
fatalitv occurred in the Frisco mine on 
Canyo'n creek, near Gem, iu which 
Patrick Sullivan and James Carney were 
inatanlly killed and Fred Snell seriously 
injured. The men were at work in one 
of the elopes, when the timbers broke 
through. They fell five floors. Both 
men were terribly crushed and mangled, 
and the wonder ia that Snell also did 
not meet with instant death. Several 
other men in the mine had a narrow 
escape. 
Sullivan is an old timer in 


Ciuut d'Alene. The unfortunate acci- 
dent was entirel? unforseeu and it is 
deeply deplored by all.

Sandy, forty milea from Freano, will 
probably result in. the death of two 
men. 0. C. Grider had both, hands 
blown off, and a young man who but re- 
cently arrived in that locality, and who 
ia known only by the name of Fred, 
had one hand torn off. How serious 
are their other injuries cannot now be 
stated, but the presumption is that they 
are hurt internally, as they lay limp 
and helpleus when the messenger left 
who brought the newa to town. Their 
f&cea were badly burned. 


It is supposed that the explosion waa 


caused by « arming the dynamite over a 
atovu. A company of road makers have 
been at work on the Morgan road for 
some time, and Mr. Grider and the 
youmr man Fred had done the blasting. 
There was a teat near by in which waa 
a stove, and tha dynamite was kept in 
the tent. The men had experienced 
trouble iu handling the powder, „ sad 
had been in the habit of warming it by 
the stove preparatory to using it, by 
thia means obtaining better, results. 
Yesterday they went to the tent and. 
it is supposed they were warming .the 
dynamite. At any rate, the other road 
makers, who were about 100 yards dis- 
tant, heard an explosion, and running 
to the apot found the two men l * — 
some distance away, where they 
been blown by the force of the explos- 
ion. A few strings and rags hanging on 
the limbs of trees were all that remained 
of the tent and the four beds which bad 
been in it. 


William Hoskins, road oversew for 


that district, was about hblf a mile 
away when the explosion occurred. He 
hastened to the spot tnd placed liga- 
ments round the injured arma to pre- 
vent excessive bleeding, and after doi 
what little he could for the wound 
men, he set off with all haate for Fresno 
to secure medical assistance.

The invitation is not limited tc 
those Rusfiacs who have tuvam* Amer 
lean i-itizens; it io extended to alt who 
have ever been subjects of tbe C^ar 
Russia asserts the riglit to do the re 
nounciug, and claims as its own all wit 
have ever been subjects of the Hussia. 
povernment until they secure a govern 
uieut discharge. 


Unlebs the Czar has deliberately de- 


cided to force a war with the Unitec 
States, which is a very long way irorn 
probable, it is not likely that anythin 
of tlie sort will be done-. A naturalise 
citizen of this country is as much a cit 
ren aa the one whose family has residet 
here fnr eix generations; just as muc 
to be protected, and just as much to b 
claimed; and Russia wouM have as 
much right to "claim as its own" th 
latter as the former, and no mon1.

IONCENTRATION OF RAISINS. 


Letter From New York Brokers 


on the Subject. 


EDITOR ittt'imK'AS:—A copy of your

"It id further apreed that parties to 
lie agreement have the privilege of 
iL-lling shiimieuta from the eoatt at 
o.b. prict'8 :i rent ami u quarter U-?s 
ban tl:e lixoJ selling prices here." 
Tlie closing paragraph wa3 tlifi princi- 


pal feature oi the entire agreement, IM-- 
caase it was conceded i>y every onw, 
Mr. (.iritlin included, that the ship- 
aents of raiding to the large cities 
aud at the eaoic time to the smaller 
ones all about the larger waa the princi- 
pal evil iu the trade, as lesser prices 
vere realized in the interior points than 
n the large cities, because tlie markets 
were too small to take care of all the 
;ootla that were sent in, and sales were 
T quently made at from one-fourth to 
one-half cent leas than iu tlie large 
distributive markets, beside letwhiB no 
outlet for the stocks held in the large 
markets. To make our meaning clear, 
we would eay that the raiain growers 
might just a3 well consign their goods to 
Han Francisco and expect local commis- 
sion merchants to sell ihem outside of 
5au Fnincieco after havinfr tilled up 
Oak)And, Alauieda, Sun Itafael, San 
lose, Sacramento, etc., a3 to coneign 
raisins to the largo markets of the East 
with any expectation ol having them 
sold in smaller markets ufier every 
one of thh ?maller markets had been 
ill led up. 


The plan was to concentrate all stocks 


.n the larger centers, whero they could 
be controlled ami not have them forced 
on1 the market hi the smaller towns 
where some local receiver would have to 
sell at le?a that the price for regular 
brands to get business 
The agreement 


was entt-red into, and it was tuippo=iul 
that all the parties to it were couwnr rat- 
ing their FtocKS us agreed, but il was 
found that the Griffin & Skellcy Com- 
pany had continued to make shipment 
to the interior markets. . 


Tliis condition prompted other re- 


ceivers who, in their effort to benefit 
ihe growers by concentrating their 
Eto.-ka hud lost their business because of 
Mr. liriifm's continued shipments, to 
make the proposition to Mr. CiriHin thai 
he would state how" many cars of gonda 
he had so (livened and what his stocks 
were at interior points in order to sus- 
tain the agreement. Mr.Gritlin refund 
any such information, thereby inducing 
tliu htlit'f that hie shipments were much 
greater than anyone had supposed. The 
other parties to the agreement there- 
fore withdrew from it. 
We stated to 


our primipnls in Culiforuia that Ui 
had Viiried from the agreement and 
i 


at less than agreed prices. Tho asree- 
ment states that raisins shall be held at 
certain prices in the large cities, except 
in carload lots sold to one buyer. Grif- 
!in sold in email lot? in interior towns lit 
New York prices, allowing difference in 
frtighlto buyers of small lot-, while 
otliKrs were selling carload lota in New- 
York at the same price and concentrat- 
ing their stocks to get the market under 
control. In his letier to your journal 
l.rilfin adn.ita this practice, claiming ho 
had permission to do so. It he had such 
permission it would have been inserted 
in the contract. Can any one find it 
there? 


Any one at all familiar with the rai- 


sin business knows that the territory 
east of Pitteburg consumes per capita a 
larger quantity of raisins than any 
other section of the country. 
This 


statement in the letter from Mr. Griffin 
is on a par with & great many others in 
the same communication. 


Since California raisins were intro- 


duced on the Atlantic seaboard we have 
handled collectively more raisins than 
any other firm in the business. We 
have been in it from the beginning, and 
have followed it in all its variations. 


We recommend to the growers of 


California to not consign their products 
through any organization or organiza- 
tions who will ship goods recklenaly and 
indiscriminately to markets small and 
large without knowledge aa to what 
other stocks may be there, for such a 
cystem can only work injury to the 
grower's interest and if persisted in ivili 
inevitably ruin those moat interested 
without benefiting anybody in particu- 
lar. Foreign competition does not war- 
rant such low prices for California fruil 
and it is only a lack of system in distri- 
bution which can e.s the present un- 
happy coudition of affairs. A mountain 
stream is not of much value if left to 
follow he own course, but if dammed 11 
can be controlled and its water diverted 
for irrigation as it may be wanted, a 
benefit to the eoil, tlfe crops and the 
grower. Spread it over a large area and 
it creates a swamp; divert it intelli- 
gently and the result is certain. 


Control and intelligent distribution 


was what we tried to apply to raisins, 
but Griffin opened the sluice gates and 
we have a "swamp" of greater dimen- 
sions than we have ever known before 


Raisins can be concentrated in large 


centers east and west where there are 
houses with ample financial resources, 
who, 
with a knowledge of stocks on 


hand and 
requirements of interior 


points, could control tbe situation and 
show growers a revenue where they now 
make a loss There are no largo buyers 
now (except at ruin prices), because ev- 
ery town has ita car or more and there is 
no control iu any section.

The plan out- 
lined by Mr. Griflin to us ia worthy of 
consideration, i. e. to make Kansas 
City, Chicago, New York and Boston 
distributive centers, diverting car lots 
when Bold toother poinU. the distribu* 
tive markets to be governed by Califor- 
nia direction.

countv than in San Uernardino or Loa 
Angeles counties. Nut oniy this,butthe 
dreaded ecale will not eland the dry air 
of this Vrtlley, and in cases where 
orangea infested with scale have been 
brought here from Los Angeles county, 
the scale haa died oft after arrival. 
Lastly, there ia a clean difference of 
eight'degreea iu favor of Fresno in the 
matter of frost temperature. 


The number of small orange orchards 


scattered around in tho vicinity of this 
city is much more considerable than 
would be supposed, from the few yeais 
that the idea haa beau, germinating. 
Oeorge 0. Roeding has a really fine lit- 
tle orchard only BIX miles from town. 
Colonel Forsyth haa 300 trees in bear- 
ing 
There are twenty acres of orange 


orchard at the Oothout vineyard within 
aii miles of this city. 


It is not necessary to go outside the 


city limits to eee quite a number of fine 
•range trees, which at thia ceMauii are 
fairly bending beneath thcirgolden load. 
Dr. Hare'a gar/den, is in point; BO ia that 
of J. W. Ferguson, one of the pioneers 
of orange culture in this county. Dr. 
Leach has a number of Tine trees in hts 
"orangery." Henry Smart, janitor nt 
the conrt hou- e, haa some fine Washing- 
ton navela at hia place on M street. 0. 
J, Woodward haa some oranges in hia 
garden of such line quality that speci- 
mens aro being preserved for exhibi- 
tion. 


Lemons are not eo aucceaafully culti- 


vated as oranges in thin county, and 
there is much to be accomplished in the 
way of thinning the rind and improv- 
ing the flavor before the product can be- 
gin to compare with the imported 
article, bull the experiment ia only in 
the first stage, and the time will aurely 
come when Fresno county will cease to 
Import leinona, as it Las now ceased to 
import oranges. It ia Btated as a fact 
that the product of all the orange or- 
charde in the county ia readily mar- 
beted right at home, and small ehip- 
menta are even now being made to other 
points.

The espensiveneps of fuel in Fresno 


n remarked in connection 
has ofwu 
with the propose.! establishment of new 
Industries requiring power. Were 
it 


not for thie all-absorbing item, perhaps 
there would 
manufactories 


here which have never gotten beyond 
the paper stage. However, the co?t ol 
coal and wood has not totally shut out 
factories and machinery in this town. 
It requires about tiOO horsepower daily, 
that is, during the day, to run the ma- 
chinery of the city. 


Some of the large and most flourish- 


ing manufacturing towns of the world 
utilize water power, which costa but lit- 
tle after the machinery ie 6et in place. 
Jt is regular and never gets out of order, 
where there ia enough of it. The city 
of Minneapolis may oe cited as an er- 
ample of what an "abundance of water 
power can do. Until a few years put 
cities and towns, to derive any benenl 
from water as a power, must be located 
on the bankB of the Gtream. The dis- 
covery of electricity and the modes of 
conducting it and harnessing that mys- 
terious force to machinery haa cbangec 
inaiiy things, and towns need not now 
siand within many milee of the riverin or- 
der to drive their machinery by the pow- 
er of tLe water, converted into electric 
force. The power of a river plunging 
over a cataract rn.iy be eent over a wire, 
and will drive machinery- many miles 
distant. 


iresno stands on a plain, ten miles 


from the nearest running stream in a 
natnral channel, and fully 100 feet above 
either Kings river or the San Joaquin. 
Yet nothing would be easier than to 
drive all the wheels in Fresno by water 
power, after the necessary machinery 
has been set in place. A water power 
developed anywhere within a reasonable 
cumber of mites would do it, by means 
of eJectriciy. 


There is abundance of water power. 


It might be brought from three places- 
Kings river, Dry Creek at Toll Honse, 
and the San Joaquin abo'-e Millertou. 
Kings river is a long distance away 
before a fall sufficient to produce suffi- 
cient power could be had; Dry creek 
would probably fail in two things, to 
furnish sufficient power and to furnish 
it constantly. The San Joaqiiin IB near- 
est, its power ia greatest, and in all 
probability any movement toward furn- 
ishing water power for the city would 
look to that stream for the power. 


There would have to be a dam, and 
he necessary machinery near the dam, 
xcthewire and polls. The coat would 
It no small sum, but in comparison 
with the benefit it would be within 
reason. The site considered by good 
judges to be the best suited is just above 
the mouth of Fine Gold, where a dam 
eighty feet high would give fall to devel- 
ope 3000 horse power at the lowest stage 
of water. There is another site a few 
miles above, where a less expensive 
dam would answer the purpose; but it 
•would be necessary to tunnel through a 
mountain in order to get the necessary 
fall to develope the power. 


Suppose that it should be undertaken 


to bring power to Fresno from the 
mouth of Fine Gold, the following 
items may be taken as a fair estimate 
for 1000 horse power, which is double 
•what would be needed for the' present 
For 500 horse power the cost would be 
proportionately less, except for the dam 
and line, and perhaps one or two pieces 
of machinery. The items are:

Good Trees Are Chfapeat and Moat 


Satisfactory* 


EUJTOK REPUBLICAN :—In the editorial 


•oluoins oC your issue of November 
9th, o! this year, appeared the follow- 
OK, which every orehardist would do 
well to commit to memory, so good is 
the advice therein contained and so im- 
portant it is to follow it: 


"The San Jose Mercury offers as the 


most seasonable advice which can be 
jiven, a warning to all who iutt-nd to 
plant orchards to beware of cheap Ut*?. 
The Wilson tariff allows the irr« im- 
portation of trees to this country, and 
European nurserymen will take ad- 
vantage of it to work off their poor 
stock on our markets. 
Considerable 


stocks of European trees have already 
been received in New York, and a large 
number suitable for the California mar- 
ket will probably find their way west- 
ward. 
Orchardists, therefore, must be 


on their guard against cheap trees. All 
experience shows that the best—and, in 
fact, the only safe trees to plant in this 
county—are those that are grown by our 
home nurserymen. The nearer the nur- 
eerv to the place where the trees are to 
be planted the better will be the result. 
Many a beginner baa lost bis money, his 
labor and a year's time by planting 
cheap trees, and it may be safely said 
that not a single man, even by the ut- 
most care, has ever made a profit by it." 


The fruit grower loses enough by cir- 


cumstances over which he has no con- 
trol, yet it ia atranpo how many there 
are craiy enough to take chances where 
they need not, and on such a vital mat- 
ter, merely to save a cent or two per 
tree, first coat, knowing very well, aa 
they do, that good trees are worth from 
(2 to $4 each when in bearing, even 
with dried fruit at 6 cents per pound 
and that poor trees aro almost worth- 
less at whatever age or price. 


In addition to the news of the receipt 


of bad trees from abroad we have re- 
ports from Oregon to the effect that sev- 
eral nurseries there are diseased, anc 
the horticultural commissioners will dc 
well to closely inspect all stock imported 
into this valley. 


Firfit class home grown trees can he 


had at very reasonable prices tbia year; 
and the farmer wbo desires an orcharc 
worth cultivating will do well to let 
well enough alone.

nowned than war," and the man who 
oday boasts of tbe absolute commani 
of a million of aoldiera can boast of a 
power greater than a Xerxes, a Cn>sar 
jr a Napoleon ever dreamed of. 


When General William Booth, com 


mander in chief of the Salvation Army 
of the World, decided to take iu. Fresno 
on his triumphal march, a score of cities 
n northern and central California were 
itricken with the pangs of jealousy; bu 
the General's purposes are, in their 
way, like unto "the law of the Medea 
nd Persians, which altereth not." Am 


ao when the 6at went forth "Fresno 
goes," Fresno it had to be. The Gen 
eral waa on hit way to the sunny south 
and thia city was the natural and IORI 
cal connecting link. 


The General arrived from San Fran 


CIECO on the 5.25 train, which wasthir 
y-five minutes late, so that it waa fully 
6 o'clock when the 300 citizens of Fresn 
who had gathered at the depot wel 
corned the distinguished visitor. It wa 
a chilly vigil but the crowd showed no 
sign of impatience. The local regimen 
of tbe Salvation Army, reinforced bv de- 
achmenta from Tulare, llanford, Selma 
Viaalia and Hakersfield, aud numberin; 
over 100 men and women, formed tw 
,'mes, facing inward, each man bearin 
a torch. Aseoouaathe train drew 11; 
and the familiar face of the General wa 
seen through the car window, cheers 
rang out and the reception committe 
3HEtened to the head of tho column t 
welcome him. 
Among those presen 


were Chairman Letcher of the Board o 
Supervisors, Trustee Herington and th 
Reverends D. H, Gillan, J. H. Oollin 
and Dr. DoWitt. 


Mayor Church spoke the address o 


welcome, lie said: "Representing th 
government of the city of Fresno, we 
ire hero to welcome you, the organizer 
and leader of the largest army on earth. 
Mot that you come to bring war, hut 
peace, for we realize that your armies 
have already beaten their aworda into 
plowshares and their spears into prun- 
ing hooks. We are told that your stay 


i called a reformer without noclnac I 


in bu lifetime the acorn and jeenof | 
mankind." 


General Booth stepped to the front 


amid applause. An iron rail had been 
erected in front of the roatrum, against 
which, tlie Giueral frequeutly leaned, 
with h& arma folded behind him, a fav- 
orate attitude, which every iketeh art- 
st has been prompt to teite. The audi- 
ence, which included hundreds of ladies, 
contemplated the form of the speaker 
with intense interest, which never dim- 
uished for a moment up to tbe conclus* 
on. lie spoke with great force aud dis- 
iiu-tnfda of articulation, dropping his 
"h's" in a characteri?tie English way, 
but with fluency and absolute gramma't- 
ic' 1 correctness. The language choaen 
was typically Anclo-Saxon, for General 
Booth does not believe in derivative 
words and polysyllables, when a mono- 
syllable of plaiu "Anslo-Saxou will an- 
swer aa well or better. Ho calls a spade 
"a spade" every time, not an agricul- 
tural implement. 


For an hour the General held the 


close attention of hia hearers while he 
gave an account of hia life work and the 
circumstances which led him to form 
the remarkable military-religious organ- 
ization whicli now flies ita flag in forty- 
two countries of the world. He spoke 
of his wanderings in the great modern 
liabylon, the city of Ijondon. The ag- 
gregation of misery, vice, destitution 
and unbelief iu the masses of a popula- 
tion of five millions of souli appalled 
him and he said to himself: "Here ia 
a pariah for you. Herfl ia a field for tbe 
labor of a lifetime." 
He gave np every- 


thing else and settled down to tfce work. 
He found in numberlesa cases obstacles 
to tbe reformation of those who had 
made a first Blip in life, men and women, 
which seemed inauperable. Society it- 
self seemed arrayed agaiuat them. A 
young man who had committed a petty 
theft and suffered imprisonment was 
hounded remorselessly out of situation 
after situation, whenever he attempted 
to gain an honeat livelihood. A young 
girl who bad lapsed from virtue was 
similarly persecuted. There was no at- 
tempt to change the character of weak 
men and women who were not crimi- 
nals by instinct or purpose. Thero was 
no refuge for the fallen—nothing but 
the work house or tbe jail. He spoke 
of 1150 of these men aud women re- 
generated by the labors of the Salvation 
Aruiv who have now turned their backs 
on vice and crime and are laboring to 
win others over to a Christian life. The 
army could show that in Great Britain 
alone out of 100 fallen women who have 
been taken in hand by the army and 
placed under supervision for three years 
80 per cent are earning an honeat liveli- 
hood and leading virtuous lives. 


The General was very hard on the 


tramp, but pronounced society responsi- 
ble for his development. Tf a man will 
not work neither shall he eat, was Gen- 
eral Booth's remedy for the evil 
"These personally conducted tourists." 
eaid he, "go down south like the awal- 
lowa, when tbe winter is coming." H°

With the General 
came Major Malan, correspondent of 
the London War Cry; Brigadier Gen- 
eral Keppel, Major Halpin, Captain Mil- 
saps, of the California War Cry; Staff 
Captain Thomas, Captain McFee and 
Ensign Willis. 


The figure and general appearance of 


tbe leader of the Salvation Army has 
been rendered very familiar to the peo- 
ple of California during the past week

recognized tbe fidelity of the sketches. 


General Booth IB of spare figure and 


well above the average height of men. 
His 7Qyears of age sit lightly on him; 
in fact, he suggests the beautiful defini- 
tion of honorable Old age—"like a win- 
ter's day, 
frosty, but kindly." His 


long white beard descends more than a 
foot on his breast, and covers the upper 
portion of the familiar red jersey, over 
which tbe long blue broadcloth coat 
completes the military presentment. 
The face is striking to a degree, and a 
large aquiline nose flitb a high forehead 
and bushy eyebrowa afford unmistak- 
able indication of the energy of charac- 
ter which have made General William 
Booth one of the great men of the cen- 
tury.

nppsea, pome of which became apparent 
when lie appeared in public later in the 
evening. His intense concentration of 
i-m riry on one purpose makes General 
limit, irritable about trifles. He issued 
:i line! but emphatic direction that the 
nrwppaper representatives be removed 
from the platform, though they were 
hilling at a eer.lnded and draughty apot 
hi tlie wing?. Then when a boy brought 
a m^Bfige into the body of tbe theater 
the General paused impatiently till the 
lad retired, and with evident annoyance 
orden-d the doors to be closed BO that 
the

THE LICORICE PLANT. 


California Soil and Climate Suited 


for Its Growth. 


Antony 0. Denotovich writes to 


R&I>UIU.ICAS to say that he has made an 
extensive examination of the soil of thia 
part of the state with a view to ascer- 
taining its adaptability to the cultiva- 
tion of licorice, and finds that there are 


alfalfa does well licorke will do welt 
Mr. Denotovlch has traveled extensively 
in eastern countries and ia well posted 
on the subject. 


Licorice, as a plant, belongs to th 


same class as alfalfa, and resembles it, 
except that the leaves are longer and 
broader. The stalks make good hay. 
It does not require as much water as 
alfalfa. It produces abundant pastur- 
age, but the chief commercial value lies 
in the roots, from which licorice paste is 
extracted. This is largely used in the 
United States in the manufacturing of 
plug tobacco and cigars. The imported 
article comes principally from the licor- 
ice plantations of Italy and Spain. 
About twenty-five years ago large mead- 
jwa of the plant were discovered grow- 
ing wild in Asia Minor and Mesopo- 
tamia. Laree quantities of the dried 
roots were shipped to the United States. 
When the-McKinley hill p!aced-a duty 
ofoj^j cents a pound on the licorice 
paste, and admitted free of duty the 
roots as raw material, the factories of 
Spi*in aud Italy closed. 


Tbe importation o( licorice to the 


United States reaches $20,000,000. The 
dried roots sell at from $50 to $GG a ton, 
and the paste from In to 20 cents a 
pound.

We 
lave imported a pnnplv of seed from 
Japan. The aeed should IJB started as 
IB usual with tomato or rabbncc seed, 
and the plants set out (after dancer of 
ro3t is over) about three feet apartVauh 
way. Tims planted, the foliajre should 
completely cover the eroimd when the 
plants are well established. When the 
rrowth is ahout three feet hipb it should 
>e cut even with the ground, and an- 
other growth from the root will appear. 
?houpli the plant is apt tn ]n«e its top 
growth hy frost, the roots will endure 
he hardest freezing.

and there have been several injunctiona 
in the history oi the ca«?R.

Walter Weaver's Sentence Com- 


muted.

The Governor has commuted to three 


yuura the sentence of Walter Weaver, 
who was sentenced from Fresno county 
iu October, 1893, to fourteen years in 
Slate'a prison for burglary. 


It appears that petitioner was con- 


victed of stealing an old harness valued 
nt $5, that he was a young man and was 
led into committing the crime by others, 
older than himself, nnd of very unsav- 
ory character; that his family and rela- 
tives are all responsible, well connected 
and deserving people, able and willing 
to care for petitioner, if released. 


Hia pardon u ur^ed by Judges Hams 


and \Ve,.b of the Superior Court, Dis- 
trict Attorney Firman Church, Senator 
y. a. Goucher, all of the trial jurors 
nnd many of the leading citizens of 
Fresno acquainted wilh the facts in the 


Lajudge S. A. Holmes, the trial judge, 
states that at tue time of the burglary 
many similar offences had been com- 
mitted, and he had announced his in- 
tention to sentence each person con- 
victed of such crimes to the full penalty 
of the law ; and therefore to be conaiet- 
ent and to check crime, he gave to 
Weaver tho same sentence. Tlie atftte 
board of prison directors unanimously 
recommend the commutation.
